Resh Hashana. 

RosuH HASHANA 5680 will be passed without the turmoil and 
anxiety which marked the five previous celebrations. But the 
thoughts of many of us will not even now stray far from that painful 
and fateful period; for it is a legacy not only of physical sorrow but of 
moral and religious disturbance and unsettlement that the war has 
bequeathed to the men and women of to-day. Yet it is just here 
that-Rosh Hashana enters with such timeliness and healing. -To the 
doubters and the weary it brings the reassuring message of God's 
Providence. The Shofar wakes us to the Day of Memorial and 
Judgment, proclaiming that, despite the torments and the devilry of 
these latter years, 

God's in His Heaven, 
All’s right with the world. 

There is stilla great Being more potent than the Powers—a great 
tribunal more mighty than leagues and alliances—who regulates our 
affairs, shapes our destinies, and will make truth and right prevail. 
To mankind it is a great and a blessed thing to realise that above its 
wrangling and bloodshed stands this great beneficent Power, 
assuring justice at the long last; and it is surely no smal! thing that, 
year in year out, the festival of Rosh Hashana should reiterate, with 
strident note, the existence of this all-seeing, all-judging 
Deity. Rosh Hashana is, indeed, hardly an exclusively Jewish 
celebration at all; it is a world festival, heavy with warning and 
reassurance for all men, though a festival that also emphasises 
the great Jewish idea of communion with the Divine, for which 
humanity is so profoundly indebted to the Jewish race. The calls 
for a break with the bad past and a return to the ideals of fair play 
and justice, which are now resounding through the land, are but a 
repetition of the ancient and recurring appeals—"P"1¥ and Wn. It 
is for Jews to give a lead, and to begin, above all, by setting their 


own house in order. In the new year now dawning may something 
in that direction be done! 


The Shekel and Zionist Finance. 


THERE should be an earnest response to the annual Shekel 
collection which is now being made, and we very much hope that 
Zionists will show, in this most conclusive of all ways, the reality 
of their faith and their strength of purpose. In expressing this hope 
we are not unmindful of the correspondence which has recently 
appeared in our columns on the subject of Zionist finance. Upon that 
matter there are one or two points that should be considered. 
No one can blame Mr. NetviLLe Laski for drawing attention 
to the question—-he deserves our thanks, indeed, for the courage 
with which he undertook a not very agreeable task. In seeking 
to bring out into the open, where criticisms could be heard and 
answered, the insidious rumours and whispered suggestions which, 
there is no secret, had been made in by-ways and odd corners, he has 
rendered all parties a distinct service. We need scarcely add that 
it was in order to put a limit to these covert statements that we 
welcomed the correspondence in our columns. That it has been 
useful to the Zionist cause we would fain believe, for it has enabled 
the organisation to reply openly to the questions raised. So far as 
the main subject is concerned, the public have need to keep steadily 
before them the fact that in this matter they are, after all, dealing 
not merely with an institution limited in its activities, but with 
an embryonic State-organisation, conducted from several centres. 
What men of right perspective: will do is to consider the 
ultimate cause, the great object in view; and not allow them- 
selves to be diverted for a moment from its support, by points of 
financial detail, whether well or ill-founded. The times are 
critical. The organisation must have the sinews of war if it is to 
win the momentous struggle in which it is engaged. Nor must the 
public mind be diverted from contemplation of the great purpose for 
the accomplishment of which the Organisation is striving. That 
purpose attained, then no price that it costs, in reason, will be too 
expensive. The Zionist Organisation would, in order to be convicted of 

travagance, have to spend enormously greater sums than hitherto 
ule the remedial measure of Jewish nationaliam is to be gauged 
in pounds, shillings, and pence, against the cdst to Jewry of the con- 


dition of our People which it is designed to end and replace. No! 


it is for every Jew to see that the Organisation, which, as Mr. Boris 


GOLDBERG has rightly reminded us, is responsible to the Zionist 
Congress for every farthing it collects and disburses, is supported to 
the utmost in that e way in which we can all readily 
help—the provision of the wherewithal to carry to success 
the hope of ages. May we also add a word of warm commen- 
dation of the project for the erection of a Garden City 
in Palestine, in the name of Dr. Max Norpbav, and in celebration of 
his seventieth birthday? Such a scheme would be worthy of the 
grand old man of Zionism. But, as Dr. NornDAU himself says, it ‘is a 
work “which would show our people and the inhabitants of our 
historic home and the whole world what our retvrn to the Land of 


our Fathers means for culture and progress, and what the spirit is 
that we bring there.” 


The Return of the Jews.” 


THE article which the Times published last weel, under the title. 


of “ The Return of the Jews,’ and which we reprinted in our last 
issue, has naturally attracted considerable attention. The article 


was written by the correspondent of the journal in the Middle East, 
and we think we may take it that it does not represent either the 
views of the Government or those of the Zionist leaders—Dr. 
WEIZMANN’'S comments which we published last week make the latter 
point so far clear. In regard to its statements, it ought surely to be 
unnecessary to say that nobody in existing circumstances. 
desires to dump a fully apparelled Jewish administration into Pales- 
tine, complete to the last clerk and typewriter. There is no sugges-. 
tion anywhere of asking for what bas been facetiously called a“ reach- 
me-down”’ State. As practical men, Zionists are sensible of the facts 
and recognise them. What they do ask, however, is the creation of 
such conditions as will permit of the gradual development in the 
not too distant future, with the help of the Jewish people, of a Jewish 
State which shall render Palestine as Jewish as Britain is British; 
and there is no argument, economic or political, in the Times 
article which should or ought to conflict with that object. This is 
fully set forth in Dr. WEIZMANN’S observations. The Zionist Organ- 
isation, he states, has asked that the Government of the administra- 
tion of Palestine shall be shaped in accordance with the destiny of 
the country, under a mandate, as the Jewish National Home. The 
task, asthe Zionist Organisation sees it, he goes on, is to make Palestine 
as Jewish as possible as quickly as possible, without detriment to 
Arab interests. National Jewry will grow in the agricultural and 
industrial domains. In that growth will be the pledge of a Jewish 
Palestine—and the promise of greater prosperity for the Arabs, too. 


Guarding our Wemanhood. 

THE Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women— 
whose annual report is summarised in another column—has always 
been an invaluable institution. But it is clear from the report that 
it is likely to be quite as indispensable in the coming years. The 


deplorable plight of Jews in Russia, Poland and elsewhere 
must soon have the usual results, which means that a 
number of the more venturesome will attempt to escape from 
their present misery into more genial surroundings. 
The Association holds a brief for Jewish girlhood and 


womanhood, and very strenuously and devotedly has it hitherto accom. 
plished its work. In several directions it is extending its operations, 
and one of the hopeful measures in which it is participating is the 
Home Office Scheme for Juvenile Organisation Committees, which 
are intended to look after boys and girls in such matters as employ- 
ment, recreation, etc. There is need for helpers in this con- 
nection, and young Jews and Jewesses of leisure ought to take a 
delight in assisting in the work. But above all the Association’s 
main activities need steady financial support, and that, we are 
certain, no Jew or Jewess who has acare for the honour of our 
womanhood and the repute of our Community will for one moment 


British Jewish Heroes: A “ Jewish Chronicle’? Medal. 


WITHIN the last four weeks it has been our pleasing duty to. 


record as many as five heroic attenrpts of Jews to save life, in 
various parts of the country. The most pathetic was that of the 
party of three young coreligionists—JOSEPH BERGER, SIMON ITCOVITZ, 
and HyMAN CLAR-—who met their death in a gallant endeavour to 
rescue other boating parties that had been caught in a gale. 
In the other cases happily there was no such tragedy. In one 
of them, Mr. Simon BLOOMBERG, of Egremont, jumped from the 
Liverpool Pier-head into the Mersey, and, with the aid of another 
gentleman, saved a boy from drowning. Mr. BLOOMBERG is to be 
given the Humane Society's Certificate, and an engraved silver 
medal. In a third case, a young Cardiff Jew, Mr. ISADORE JACOBS, a 
discharged soldier, rescued a lad from the sea, though he himself 
could hardly swim. JACOBS was overcome by the strain and 
would have been drowned had it not been for the assistance of 
another coreligionist, Mr. H. Epstein. The fourth instance occurred 
at Southend, where Mr. JOHN ISAAcs, the assistant Sexton of the 
Burial Society of the United Synagogue, plunged, fully dressed, into 
the sea, and saved a drowning man. The latest was recorded only last 
week. In this case, a demobilised’ Jewish soldier, named HARRY 
WRANKLIN, managed to bring two girls safely out of the Waterloo 
Lake, Roundhay Park, Leeds. We may feel pride in these brave 
coreligionists, whose pluck makes those who gibe at Jewish courage 
look foolish, and worse. Jews in the war have shown how false is 
the charge of cowardice so often made against the race. We are glad 
that these coreligionists of ours have also demonstrated the truth of 
the poetic saying: “Peace hath its victories no less renowned than 
war,” and, as a mark of the gratification which we feel sure animates 
British Jewry at this evidence of the pluck shown by its sons, the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE is having a silver medal specially designed and 
inseribed, which it propeses te-offer, inthe name of the Community,

SOME ROSH HASHANA THOUGHTS. 


By Mentor. 

ROM thousands of pulpits, will the lesson of the New Year and 
its observances be spoken. In every aspect will the anniversary 
be treated. Yet it is a matter for doubt whether sufficient 
homiletic insistence will be placed upon the most simple as the 

most important view of Rosh Hashana. Iam thinking of the sheer fact 
of the Memorial Day ; of the mere fact of its being observed, and of there 
being millions of Jews from end to end of the earth to observe 
it. Again, I do not refer so much to our survival through the vicissitudes 
we have experienced, since we first gathered together to wish each other 
(and ourselves) a New Year of Happiness and of Peace marked by free- 
dom from sorrow and tribulation. I refer rather to the constancy and 
consistency of the Jewish people, that has emerged so translucently 
clear through the murk and mire of doubt and dissent and apostasy which 
have never been absent from our mottled story. That is a great lesson 
which the New Year brings to the teeming congregations that fill every 
nook and cranny whence the voice of prayer and praise assigned to the 
occasion may be heard. It looks as if there is something after all in the 
faithful proverb which tells us that Israel will never be orphaned. 


The Studies of Science. 


Yet, are we not apt to lose the true perspective of things in this 
gratifying contemplation? The last hundred years have spun the carth at 
a rate far faster than all the preceding centuries that are within the 
ken of man. The conquest of elements which has marked the 
last ten decades—that alone—makes them unprecedented. Steam, 
Electricity, and Air denote some of the triumphs, while Invention 
and Discovery in every direction have altered the face of the world, 
And concurrently there has been a depreciation in the minds of men 
and women of religion; a growing lack of faith, a waxing disregard for 
doctrinal belief, at a pace more rapid than any previously recorded. It 
were vain to hope that Judaism will not be affected. It must be ; it is, in 
fact. And so it occurs to me as infinitely more important to look ahead 
rather than back, and to ask ourselves how Jews and Judaism are going 
to come out of a world that is mocking latitades with airplanes and 
laughing distance into nothingness by wireless. Will our constancy 
and consistency remain so unscathed and our faith so unshaken that New 
Years long hence will see our people answering asa great army to the 
roll-call of the ages? It might then be well to invest the 
New Year Festival with yet another denomination. As it is a Day of 
Memorial it might come to be observed as a Day of Anticipation—a day 
on which we should devote ourselves to looking forward at the prospect 
opening up before Israel as well as to looking backward upon Israel's 
past. The new exercise might not be as fruitful in self-gratulation as the 
old one—the Shofar tones rousing us toanticipation might be more dread- 
ful than when hearkened to-with ears attuned to memorializing. But the 
new exercise would be no less useful. It might, in fact, prove even more 
fruitful of ultimate good for the House of Israel. 


The Corrosion of Assimilation. 

Against all these influences, we need have nodoubt Judaism will hold its 
own. There is nothing in Judaism, in any sense, incompatible with 
Science or Discovery, however great may be the strides these may make. 
For Judaism, on the contrary, has ever stood in the forefront of 
knowledge, and made of learning and philosophy in every phase of 
research its choicest ideal. Judaism has more than once saved the world 
from the worst effects of mental (and moral) darkness. We need not 
bother on that score as we turn our eyes forward, peering into the future 
80 as to divine its message in relation to our people. There isa much more 
dangerous— because far more insidious—evil against which we have to be 
on guard. It is the cankering corrosion of assimilation, the lure of the 
Jew from his Jewish moral milieu to cults that are momentarily more 
convenient, and yield more material advantage. It plays upon the worse 
spirit of meretricious show and the disposition to snobbery—the appearing 
to be what you are not—which are charac teristic failings of the weaker sort 


of Jew. To the extent to which Jews yield to it they are lost, not alone as 
a people but as individuals. 


A campaign for the propagation of the assimilative cult isactiveat this. 


moment here in our very midst. Under one gnise or another, but never 
openly and honestly, it is being carried wherever there is a chance of its 
making Ks way in Anglo-Jewry by “ British” Jews, such as Mr. Claude 
Montefiore and the Magnuses. Now the religious “stunt” is played, and 
traditional Judaism misrepresented and maligned in favour of an anmwmic 
imitation of the dominant faith with a dash of Judaism thrown in for face- 
saving—and enticing—purposes. Anon, it is the splendid loyalty of our 
people to the great country, in being citizens of which we have reason to be

Or, taking a leaf out of the anti-Semites’ book, these misguided 
people propagate the arrant nonsense that in some way or another 
full and complete allegiance to Judiaism is inconsistent with 
everything which the most exiguous can reasonably demand 
of an English citizen. And, in deference to this, they seek 
to divide themselves off from the community, and raise prejudice 
against the mass of their brethren by dubbing them “foreign.” Or, again, in 
order to curry favour with non-Jews and placate anti-Semites, they do 
not hesitate at placing their names beneath a cold and calculated untruth, 
intimating that fellow-Jews in this country—‘ foreign” Jews again—are 
bent on disruptive and revolutionary purposes against England, or that they 
favour the doctrines and practices and support the brutal excesses of 
‘Bubversive Communism, as manifested in Russian Bolshevism,

Judaism: Whole and Undefiled. 


And all this is merely in obedience to their one desire for our assimila- 
tion, for levelling down every difference that distinguishes the Jew from 
the non-Jew, and for beating out from Judaism everything that has 
distinguished it throughout the ages, and.that remains its glory. 
No wonder that these men have made a dead set against the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE! ‘That is because it has stood four-square against this 
monkeying with Judaism; has stood for Judaism whole and undefiled, 
consistent as it is with modern thought and modern needs, and has set its face 
against the pucrile antics played by those who counsel a turning away from 
the old paths of our great and glorious faith. It is shortsighted doctrine that 
these assimilationists preach. Not alone is history against them. 
Not alone is it history that shows how the Jew, whenever he 
has adopted assimilation as a cult, has placed himself, personally and 
corporeally, in dire and imminent danger, but we have glaring instances 
around us to-day. Jews who hanker after the fleshpots of Egypt, who, 
like Jeshurun of old, kick because they have grown fat, wherever they 
may be, come to form, sooner or later, a warning and a lesson—and a— 
justification to those Jews who are content to abide among their own 
people and are true to its splendid traditions, 


Jewish Day Schools. 


‘There was a discussion, a very useful discussion, the other day upon 
& paper read by Mr. Augustus Kahn, complaining of the paucity of 
religious education afforded to our young. I observe that there 
was a demand made, at the meeting for Jewish Day Schools, it 
being contended—and quite rightly—that it is impossible to bring 
up a child as a Jew on the religious pabulum to be obtained 
from a once-a-week. attendance at a Religion Class. But there 
was a point that it seems to me was altogether missed at the meeting, 
one which I venture to suggest bears intimately upon the subject. An 
equally urgent need as Jewish Day Schools for the proper education of 
Jewish children is Jewish Home Schools. I mean that Jewish Day 
Schools would be pretty useless in cases where children have to come to 
a home in which they see a flaunting of all the teaching they would 
receive at a Jewish School, and an abrogation of every tenet they are 
taught to regard as sacred. 


And Home Schools. 


Indeed, Jewish Home Schools are really of much greater importance 
than Jewish Day Schools. Children whose home life is Jewish (and that 
not merely in the religious sense, not I would say—repeating something 
upon which I insisted last week—a matter of Creed but a matter of Life), 
would be far more likely to grow up worthy Jews and Jewesses than those 
who attended a Jewish Day (or even a Jewish Boarding) School, however 
excellent, and whose home life was a negation of Judaism. Still, thereare 
instances—not a few—in which children have been able to teach their 
parents how to live as Jews where parents have been unable or unwill- 
ing to teach their children how to be worthy members of the House of 
Israel.

JEWS IN EASTERN EUROPE. 


THE POGROMS IN. THE UKRAINE. 


HARROWING DETAILS. 


The following statement has been communicated to us for publication : 

In illustration of the events that are transpiring in Ukrainia, quota- 
tions may be given from the letters of eye witnesses, rabbis, whose own 
flock have been murdered, outraged, and robbed, and who are appealing 
to their brethren living in happier circumstances to give them relief from 
their martyrdom. The two Rabbis of Britchan, in the course of a heart- 
stirring letter addressed to the Rabbis of Kishineff, whose own community 
has suffered very terribly, said: “In the town of Kamenetz-Podolsk more 
than 300 were killed. dn the town next to Kamenetz-Shataova a very 
small number of the inhabitants remain, all the others were put to death. 
The same happened in the village of Koharev, near Kamenetz, where out 
of 500 families only a small number remain. A boy could count them. In 
the houses, cellars, garrets, and water-closets, in the streets, the corpses 
af the Jewish victims lie, men, women, and children, and the peasants are 
busy burying them, for the few who escaped fear to leave their hiding- 
places. The same happened to the villages Shourvitza, Vishitza, Yasna- 
Kvalum, Douniaviiz, Zvantshik, Sokolotz, and who can count ali the other 
towns and villages, which are absolutely numberless?” 

The Rabbi of Tronstinecty writes to the Rabbi of Kaminka: “The 
great and horrible disaster, which has come upon the Jews of our town, 
‘Tronstinecty, is absolutely beyond description. A great number of our 
Jews have been killed and torn to pieces by the dogs, the wild banditti, 
and by a miracle only a small proportion has been saved. Property, 
money, bedding, clothes, furniture; and goods have been plundered and 
taken. Even the houses, viz., windows, doors, stones, have been smashed 
and destroyed. There are a few hundred widows and orphans without 
roofs or beds, without clothes, shoes, or food. They wander about the 
deserted streets weeping, crying and asking for a bit of bread to still their 
hunger, and there is nobody to pity them, for all the surrounding towns 
have more or less suffered the same plagne. 

An inhabitant of Kitaigord, a village with about five hundred Jews in 
the district of Podolia, whose written statement is confirmed by the Rabbi 
of Khokin, wrote: “a few days after the Ukrainians had retaken possession 
of Kalenetz, on Tuesday, Sivan 12,in the evening, an officer and twenty 
men entered the village. The next morning the offieerrequired a number 
of Jews to come to the town offices and ordered them to inform the Jcows 
that they had to pay a contribution of 500,000 roubles before 4 p.m. This 
was already beyond all possibility, but the officer continued, asking for 
20,000 boxes of matches, 20 pounds of tobacco, 100 pounds of sugar, 300 
pounds of wheat, 200 pounds of bariey—things of which they had absolutely 
nothing. If the money and these goods were not forthcoming at the hour 
mentioned, the officer threatened to slaughter all the Jews and to sect. fire to 
the houses. After many supplications the officer agreed to accept only 
70,000 roubles, which were paid at due time.” Then after further partic- 
ulars of robberies, the writer continues: “at 1 a.m. they asked for 5,000 
Ukrainian roubles. Within five minutes the money was paid. After all 
that, at 2 a.m. they all went out, masked their windows, drew out the 
Jews into the streets and fired at them. Old men and babies were not 
spared. Within two hours 77 were killed and 14 wounded. A woman, 
Mrs. Melamedan, kept her baby in her arms when they were fired at. 
The baby was killed, the mother wounded. Two young girls of fourteen, 
Rivka Monzit and Heni Gorfnkel, an old woman of cighty-two, | ubia 
Brandeis ; another old woman of seventy-five, Leib Zabel, and many other 
old men and women are among the killed. An entire family of eight 
persons were killed. After the massacres the officers and soldiers stayed 
in the village till 5 a.m., and then went to Dubnizi. Thereupon the Jews 
left their refuges to bury the dead and to help the wounded. Many 
corpses of Jews killed in the vicinity of the village have not yet been 
buried. On the fleld near Rezna there are three corpses ; near Kilina three; 
Panovitz eight; Miska twenty-three; and near Boyevite four. In the 
village of Studenitza, on the Dniester, near Kitaigorod, a village of one 
hundred Jews, all were robbed, but four only were killed, for the command- 
ing officer and the soldiers of the Rumanian guard stopped the pogrom by 
threatening that they would cross the border.” The rabbis of Khorin 
certify that at Proscurow near Kamenetz, four thousand Jews were killed, 
of whom fifteen hundred were children slaughtered in the schools. Many 
of the young girls were violated and afterwards cut to pieces.

the atrocities. A mass emigration of the Ukrainian Jews is inevital\.« 
unless conditions are improved. Dr. Coralnik says that relief measures 
are urgently required, especially clothing and medicaments. The loca) 
Jews are quite unable to cope with the unexampled misery and distr: <s 
that prevails. He intends to proceed to America to organise relief work 
and arouse public opinion in the States. 


Our attention has been drawn to the wording of a phrase in the lei tor 
of Messrs. Ussishkin and Goldstein (which appeared in the Jrwisu 
CHRONICLE of last week, undér the heading of “The Commission on 
Ukraine Pogroms”)to the Ukraine Government, declining its invitation to 
form part of a Commission to enquire into the pogroms in the Ukraine. 
The original statement, which was in French, conveyed the impression 
that the Commission was formed “on the invitation of private individu.\..” 
What the writers intended to say was “on an invitation given to private 
persons.” 


THE MASSACRE AT NOVGOROD. VOHLYNSK. 
WARSAW ([F.O.C. 

The three sisters Pasik have arrived here from Novgorod-Vohlyn-«'. 
They relate that half of the Jewish population of the town Was massacri«, 
and that about six Jewish corpses were lying after the pogrom in almost 
every house. Not even children were spared. The pogrom was organis« «| 
by the mob and by deserters of the Bolshevik armies and of Genera: 
PetiFura’s troops. Among the killed isthe former Crown Rabbi Freed: 

According to another account, the pogrom lasted ter days, and it 
occurred during the interregnum between the evacuation of the town by 
the Boisheviks and the Polish occupation. The entire town was set on 
fire, and all goods were plundered. About 1,000 Jews were massacred. The 
population abandoned the town, and 15,000 of its inhabitants roached 
Koretz. They tell of the terrible cruelties which attended the pogrom 
and of the shooting of ailing and weak people. The Jews of Koretz gave 
the refugees every assistance, although there, too, a pogrom on a smi!) 
scale had occurred during which a few Jews were killed and many shops 
were plundered. 


THE MORGEN! HAU COMMISSION. 


Mr. Morgenthau has completed his investigations, and has accordingly 
left Warsaw. He has passed through Paris and is now in London. 


BOLSHEVIK OUTRAGES AT POLTAVA. 


A Renter telegram from Poltava, dated Sept 4, and delayed in trans 
mission, states in part: — 

A Jewess called Rosa, between twenty-two and twenty-five years of 
age, whose surname was not known at Poltava, was the prosecutor of the 
Chresvychaika during a great part of the Bolshevik occupation of Poltava. 
She herself shot in cold blood with a revolver no fewer than seven anti- 
Bolsheviks and civilian prisoners. Eighty per cent. of the Chresvychaika 
consisted of young Jews. 


POGROM AGITATION BY POLISH DFPUTIES: 
WARSAW ([F.O.C.) 

Two Polish depu'ies, Priest Dzienitzky and Mr. Simicuak, visited 
Sompolna, and delivered anti-Jewish speeches. ‘hey accused our brethren 
of having forced on Poland humiliating minorities’ clauses in the Peace 
Treaty, and they advocated the expulsion of the Jews from the grain 
trade. Asa result of their agitation, the populace attempted to attack 
our coreligionists. Two were badly beaten and one was arrested. The 
prisoner was eventually released.

Warsaw [F.O.C.|

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LITHUANIA ACCORDS NATIONAL AUTONOMY 
TO JEWS. 


The Delegation of Lithuania at the Peace Conference has remitted to 
the Committee of Jewish Delegations a declaration setting forth the 
decisions of the Government of Lithuania relative to the civil, political, 
and national rights of the Jews in that country. The decisions are 
textually as follows :— 

l. The members of the Jewish nation, like all citizens, without 
distinction of nationality, religion, and language, enjoy complete, civic, 
political, and national rights. 

2. The Jews are, and will be, represented proportionately in the legis- 
lative institutions. 

3. The Jews participate in the Government and in the institutions of 
justice. For the direction of their affairs,a special Ministry of Jewish 
Affairs has been created, 

4. The right of proportional representation in the legislative institu- 
tions is guaranteed by the establishment of a national curia of the Jews, 
or by any other means which will be judged more suitable to this end. 

5. The Jews enjoy the free use of their languages at public meetings, 
in the press, theatres, and schools, in the drafting of all documents, in 
matters of law, in the tribunals, and in Governmental institutions. 


The Rights of Jews in Rumania, 
PUBLIC MEETING IN PARIS. 

Under the auspices of the League of the Rights of Man a public 
meeting was held on September 18th in the hall of the Learned Societies, 
Paris. The hall was so crowded that many persons, who desired to attend 
the meeting, were unable to gain admission. After speeches by Messrs. 
Henri Guernut (who presided), Marius Moutel, and A. de Monzie, the 
following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

Whereas the emancipation of the Jews in every country is of interest 
to the progress of democracy and to the stability of the peace of the 
world; whereas at the Berlin Congress Rumania had pledged itself to 
grant to the Jews civil and political equality, but has failed to fulfil its 
pledge ; and whereas in enlarged Rumania, there will be, besides the 
Jews, three or four millions of human beings belonging to ethnic 
minorities who cannot be left without protection or defence: 

We, therefore, express the wish that the Allied Governments shall 
maintain intact the stipulations of the Treaty of St. Germain, and demand 
of the friendly and allied Rumanian people that it shall resist the sugges- 
tions of an anti-Semitic oligarchy, and, tn accord with the democracies of 
the Entente, shall place the rights of the Jews in Rumania, like those of 
oo national minorities, under the guarantee and control of the League of 
Nations. 


CRUEL TREATMENT OF JEWISH REFUGEES. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.) 

The Jewish deputies have drawn the attention of the Government to 
an astounding act of cruelty to Jewish refugees committed by Polish 
soldiers. A party of refugees returning to Poland arrived at Paltchi (near 
Lutzk), where they were met by Polish soldiers. The latter separated all 
the Jews from the rest of the party, took them to a fo est, and, pointing to 
two Jewish corpses already lying there, threatened to shoot all the refugees. 
The soldiers argued that there were now too may Jews in Warsaw. 
linally they agreed to spare the lives of the Jews, but our coreligionists 
were stripped, deprived of all they had, and ordered to return to the 
Bolshevik lines. The Jews asked for conveyances, but their request was 
refused, They began their return march, but on the way kind Polish 
peasants came across them and conducted them in their vans to the 
neighbouring Jewish townlet Olik, where the community provided them 
with all their requirements. Subsequently French officers and the local 
priest, Yan Bulkud, obtained permits for the refugees to go to their 
homes in Poland. , 


SERBIAN GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS. 
ZURICH [F.O.C,} 

Tne Premier of Serbia informed a deputation from the Jewish 
community at Belgrade that the refusal of Serbia to sign the. minorities’ 
clauses of the Peace Treaty was not directed against Jews. As a matter 
of fact, the Government recognises Jews as good citizens, has always 
accorded them full rights, and admitted them to high posts. As for t*e 
Jewish religion, the Government treats it with deep respect. The 
Ministry also is not opposed to the proposal that Jews should learn their 
own language in their schools. The Government cannot, however, agree 
to sign the minorities’ clauses, because it is afraid that the Bulgarians in 
Serbia would utilise them for a Pan-Bulgarian agitation. (The Ministerial 
statement created a favourable impression among the Jews. 


MR MORGENTHAU AND A TSADICK. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.) 


Mr. Morgenthau exchanged visits with the famous Chassid Tsadick of 
Ger. In the course of very cordial conversations the Jewish situation in 
Poland was discussed. Mr. Morgenthau expressed his admiration for 
Orthodox Jewry, and added that he wished that the Orthodox Jewish 
leaders should continue to command the respect of the masses. 


POGROMS IN SIBERIA. 

COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.) 
On the withdrawal of Admiral Koitchak’s troops from Shadrinsk, 

Kamislov, Tschelabinsk, and Ekaterinburg anti-Semitic pogroms occurred 

in each town during the interregnum. At Ekaterinburg eight Jews were 

killed. 


Shah’s Tribute to Persian ews. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.]} 
During his stay on the Island of Prinkipo, the Shah gave a long 
private audience to the Chief Rabbi of Turkey. His Majesty expressed 
his great satisfaction at the patriotism which the Jews in Persia had ever 
shown to the reigning Monarch and to the country. The Jews, he said, 
were in the van of progress and civilisation, which he attributed largely 
to the schools maintained in Persia by the Alliance Isradlite Universelie. 


Persecution of Jews in Yemen. 

CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 
Information has reached here from Yemen, through an indirect source, 

which paints the present situation of the Jews in that province in the 

blackest colours. The Imam Yahia has imposed on the Jews special 

taxes, which are so exorbitant that only the most wealthy are able to 


pay, them. In. order to ensure payment he has thrown several of the 
ers, chiefly Rahbis, into prison, In the several towns the dwellings 


of the Jews have been destroyed and the contents confiscated by Arab

THE BETH DiN'S POWERS. - 

A SPECIAL meeting of the Board was held on the 18th inst. at the 

Board Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Heneage Lane. 
There were present: 
, Mr. J. M. Lissack (President) in the Chair; the Chief Rabbi, Dayanim 
Feldman, Chaikin, and Hillmen, Dr. Lionel D. Barnett, Messrs. P. Barnett, 
LL. L. Coben, D. Frost, J. Jacobs, I. Landan, W. T. Leviansky, M. Moses, J.P., 
J. N. Nabarro, R. Nahon, J. Trenner, and W. Wachman. Messrs. H. Barnett, 
E. Goldman, and I. Morris represented the retail butchers. 


The CHAIRMAN, in extending a welcome to Mr. Joseph Nabarro (a new 
member of the Board), said that he felt sure Mr. Nabarro would labour for 
the Board's interests as did his worthy predecessor, Mr. Joshua M. Levy. 

Mr. NABARRO tendered his thanks. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the Board had met to ask the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities to give some explanation of a letter received regarding the 
revocation of the lieence of a retail butcher. 

Dayan FELDMAN said that, in the opinion of the Beth Din, the 
butcher referred to had been sufficiently punished, and they felt sure he 
would not again offend. They recommended that his licence be restored. 

Mr. J. JACOBS said that it was very absurd on the part of the Beth Din 
to recommend the restoration of the licence. 

Mr. J. TRENNER said that it would not benefit the cause of Kashruth 
to re-grant the licence. 

Mr. L. L. CoHEN disagreed with the action of the Beth Din. A man 
who broke the law, in his opinion, ought not again to be licensed. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that the question of issuing a licence rested 
with the Beth Din and not with the Board. The statements that had been 
made were a refiection on the authority of the Beth Din. 

Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY said that in the interests of Kashruth the Board 
ought to abide by the views of the Beth Din if that body wished to restore 
the licence. 

After some remarks by Mr. I, LANDAU, 


The CHAIRMAN said that the Board never questioned the dictum of 
the Ecclesiastical Authorities in matters of licences so far as the fitness of 
men was concerned. Respect had always been paid to their decisions. 
When differences had arisen it was for other reasons. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that the Beth Din had gone deeply into the 
question, and if a recommendation were sent to the Board to revoke a 
licence there was cause for such a step. 

On the motion of Mr. 1, LANDAU, seconded by Mr. M. Moses, J.P.. and 
supported by Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY, the matter was referred to the 
Licensing Committee. : 

‘The CHAIRMAN referred to the demand that had been received from 
the Board's employés for an increase in salarics. He said that some of 
their employes were not satisfied with the wages they were receiving. 
Last March the Board materially increased the salaries, and gave the men to 
understand that the increases were subject torevision in Six months’ time. 
He felt sure that if the finances of the Board warranted a revision it would 
be in the direction of an increase. The following letter had been received 
from the Agudah, which stated in part :— 

As the expiration of the six months since the last advances in our salaries is 
now approaching, lam requested by the members of our Agudah to make the 
following demands on their behalf: Market Shochetim. £7 per week; Market 
Shomerim, £6; Poultry Shochetim, £5; Shop Shomerim, whoare also Shochetim, 
£5; Shop Shomerim only, £4. 

The Executive Committee had discussed, the matter, said Mr. 
LISSACK, and they now asked the Board for their advice. He moved :— 

That the Board, having received a demand from the employés for a further 
increase in their remuneration, in accordance with the flat scale submitted by 
them in their communication of the 15th August, 1919, decline to accede to the 
BAINC. 

In opposing the motion, Mr. LEVIANSKY said that not one of the 
Board's employés did a full week's work. Some days they worked very hard, 
whilst on other days there was nothing for them todo. Many were engaged 
in other vocations. The Board paid in pensions about £2,400 annually. and 
their Superannuation Fund only amounted to about £10,000. Bonuses had 
been given which were not deemed sufficient. Nearly all the men were 
satisfied with what they were receiving, with the exception of a few 
Shochetim. He felt it would be the greatest possible weakness on the 
part of the Board to submit to the demands of the Agudah. He moved as 
an amendment the deletion of the words from “in accordance” to 
“15th August, 1919.” 

Mr. J. N. NABARRO seconded the amendment. 

Messrs. P. BARNETT and M. Jacons opposed the amendment. 


Mr. L. L. COHEN said that there was need for an increase in some 
cases. There was ample evidence for revision. He was opposed to the 
flat rate. 

_ Mr. HARRY BARNETT said that he was under an obligation to a large 
Jewish public. The men referred to worked under terrible conditions in all 
weathers. Many had to support large families, and they ought to be 
allowed to live respectably. The men who gave all the time at the 
Cattle Market that was required of them, were miserably paid. He 
appealed to the Board to give the men a living wage. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Leviansky was not treating the matter 
fairly. The United Synegogue had taxed their members for the purpose 
of increasing the salaries of their officials. The Board had finances to 
mect a reasonable increase, | 


The amendment was lost. Subsequently the original motion was 
carried nem. con. 


The following resolution, moved by the CHAIRMAN, was also carricd :-— 


That the application be referred to the Executive Committee, authorising 
An increase not exceeding a further twenty-five per cent. in the payments to the 
staff, in additi@, to the increase of 30 per cent. made on the Sist August, 1918 
and the further genera! increase made to them on the 26th March last.

Association for the Protection of Girls and Women 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Association has issued its report for the year ended December 
Bist, 1918. The general report is signed by Lady Rothschild, President, 
and Lady Battersea, Vice-President, and is followed by reports of the 
Gentlemen's Committee, Charcroft House, Sara Pyke House, the Visiting 


Branch Committee, Montefiore House School for Girls, and the Domestic 
Training Home. It is needless to enter into details of the varied opera. 


tions of these several sections of the Association's activities, for they are 


lucidly summarised in the General Report, from which the following 
extracts are taken :— 


We can look back upon a year of much work. Some failures, some dic: 
appointments, must always come in widespread activities suchas ours. But we 
feel that we are amply justified in claiming that our work has been good ani 
useful and in many instances successful. The development.of preventive an 
protective measures undertaken by our Association has been very satisfactory. 
And this has been achieved in spite of abnormal difficulties by war conditions. 

If in looking back we have cause for thankfulness, in looking forward we 
have cause for some apprehension—apprehension concerning matters nationa), 
international, and matters concerning our Association. The distracted social and 
political conditions of Russia, Peland, and Central Europe is appalling. The 
sufferings of our coreligionists in many of those States have been terrible, and 
present conditions are not free from anxiety. There are already signs that a, 
soon as travelling on the Continent becomes normal, a considerable number of 
these poor people will seek refuge in more civilised countries. Then our work 
will be greatly increased ; then our system of communication with societies and 
individuals abroad will be of avail in safeguarding girls from the wiles of the 
traffickers. 

Even at home there is some unrest and discontent. This is general, and is 
not limited to any class or denomination. There are already indications of 
decréasing employment. Girls of weak moral character and standard might 
under economic pressure be tempted to escape from poverty and distress, by 
taking to that life of ease which leads to ruin. 

Then, tod, in looking forward we are not free from apprehension regarding 
the financial future of our Association. The enhanced cost of living has made 
us feel it necessary to raise the salarios of our large staff. The cost of mainten- 
ance in our Homes, owing to presen} prices, has outgrown our estimates. So 
our expenses are increasing materially. 

The trial made in Charcroft House to keep the infant with its child-mother, 
instead of placing it out with a foster-mother, has proved to us beyond question 
that the system is good and wholesome. The motherly instincts and affections of 
the youthful unmarried parent are encouraged, and the love and pride that some 
of the girls acquire for their children are really touching. But accommodation 
cannot be given to all the infants of the young mothers who are inmates of Char. 
croft House, so, taking its courage in both hands, the Council has sanctioned the 
leasing of an adjoining house, which will be used asa hostel. This extension of 
the Home has been made possible owing to the Maternity and Child Welfare Act 
of 1918, whereby a per capita grant can be claimed from the Local Government 
Board for each mother and infant. , 

A farther sign of development isevident in the report of our Highbury House 
Branch. As can be seen therein the scope of the activities in that Home has 
been materiaily extended. There, too, by a happy chance, an adjacent house 
became vacant, and by the generosity of Mr. Samuel Samuel, M.P., not only has 
the lease been secured, but also the funds needed for alterations and equipment. 

As times change, so requirements inevitably change. Sara Pyke House, our 
Hostel for Working Girls, which for many years continued steadily on its way, 
has come to need re-organisation. Excellent schemes are not lacking, but.the 
funds with which to ci-ry them out are unfortunately lacking very seriously. 
Our Sara Pyke Committee mourns the loss of its President, Mrs. David \. 
Henriques. The loss is deeply felt by us all. 

The work of befriending and suaperintending working girls in London is 
carried on steadily by our. Visiting Committee; 2,887 visits were paid. ‘The 
report of that Committee breathes the spirit of the day, i.c., development and 
improvement. There are sixty little girls in M®ntefiore House, our certified 
Industrial School. The school is well up to date in all respects, and the report 
of the Government Inspector is very satisfactory. 

Owing to war regulations the international activities of our Gentlemen’s 
Committee have temporarily ceased, as regards the emigration of unprotected 
girls. - But their report indicates. excellent work in other directions. Five 
hundred and nineteen new cases were dealt with during 1915, as well asa large 
number brought forward from previous years. 

We are sorry to say that since demobilisation began there has been a marked 
increase of cases of specific diseases. This is the experience of some of the 
largest hospitals in London. It is an alarming sign when we take into account 
the health and well-being of succeeding generations. It would seem that notifi. 
cation might have excellent results.. It should not be impossible to devise some 
scheme of notification which would safeguard ‘the feelings of the patients. This 
is a question which is forcing itself much to the fore. 

Under a Home Office Scheme, for all London Boroughs, to establish Juvenile 
Organisation Committees, a Committee has been formed in Stepney, of which 
our Secretary, Mr. Cohen, isa member. The Organisation deals with boys and 
tirls under sixteen years of age. It has four main sub-committees: (1) For 

imployment; (2) for Recreation; (3) for Progaganda; (4) for Probation. We’ 
neal only point to the large Jewish population in Stepney, to show how this 
Organisation may benefit our people. The Committee has, we are told, need for 
Jewish workers, particularly for Probation Work. Anyone willing,.and good 
enough, to give some time to this kind of work, should write to our Secretary at 
59, Mansell Street, E.1. 

Our work in the provinces has been much less than in pre-war days, but we 
are glad that our branches in Liverpool and Manchester continue to be active. 
We are grateful for the support which we receive from friends in Southport. 

We have referred to our epee. We asked .or £9,000 so as not to have to 
appeal again for three years. We received from 1,200 donors £8,834. The money 
is sorely needed, for since we appealed there has been an increase of salaries and 
of the cost of all necessities of life. Before closing our mention of the appeal! for 
funds, we wish to express our very deep sense of gratitude to Mr. C. G. Monteliore 
and to Mr. A. R. Moro, to whese untiring efforts by far the greater part of its 
success was due. In spite of the many important branches of communal and 
other work that claim their attention, they devoted a very great share of their 
valuable time to this one object. 

We must express our appreciation of the work of the staff at our office, and 
at our Homes. We have still with us our secretaries, Mr. 8. Cohen and Miss 
Denhof. They and our large staff—men and women—have shown constant 
devotion to.our work and unfailing efforts on behalf of the suffering, the wronged, 
the misguided, and the wayward. We value the spirit which actuates them far 
beyond any remuneration we are able to offer. We thank them sincerely. Our 
last words are to our members. We are most grateful for their support, which 
encourages us to persevere. We would beg them to help us still further by 
trying to bring new subscribers to our Association. With larger resources 50 
much more could be done. 


The receipts and expenditure accounts of the General Fund show that 
the revenue for the year was £4,758, and the expenses were £4,972.

The Distress in Poland: 


PUBLIC MEETING IN THE EAST END. 


LAST Sunday a mass meeting was held at the Mile End Empire in afd 
of the Polish Jewish Relief Fund. The Very Rev. the CHIEF RABBI 
presided. Rabbi Perlmutter, deputy of the Polish Diet, was the principal 
speaker. 

Dr. HERTZ, in opening the proceedings, expressed regret at the 
inability of Mr. Herman Landau, through illness, to take the Chair. 
He said that Rabbi Perlmutter, who was about to address them, 
scarcely needed introduction, being a distinguished leader of Jewish 
orthodoxy in Warsaw, and a leading member of the Polish Diet, where 
his services for the Jewish cause were inestimable, he having in many 
instances effected immediate practical good for suffering Jewry 
in Poland. On seeing such ai <dcistinguished Jew, one might 
well say “Blessed be he who imparts of his wisdom to those who fear 
him ” (to which the whole audience responded Amen). In conclusion 
the Chief Rabbi remarked that even the most anti-semitic organ in 
Kngland had never written a word in desparagement of their distinguished 
visitor. After reading a letter from Mr. Zangwill expressing regret at his 
absence, the Chief, Rabbi called upon Deputy Rabbi Perlmutter to address 
the gathering. 

Rabbi PERLMUTTER, who had a cordial reception. said that he was 
sent as a messenger by hurdreds of thousands of unfortunate people. It 
was a gigantic undertaking for a man of his advanced age—he being | 
seventy-six years okl-—to make such a journey, but he, nevertheless, 
undertook the mission for two reasons, firstly, because nobody else could 
obtain permission, and secondly, because he had witnessed with his own 
eyes the terrible plight of their brethren. He gave harrowing details 
concerning innocent Jews who had fallen victims to the pogroms. In 
view of the prevailing conditions he could not remain in Poland, but 
decided to go out in the world and appeal to Jewry to come to the rescue 
of their poor, and unfortunate people. 

Dayan FELDMAN (who continued in the Chair after the Chief Rabbi 
had left) urged that the sympathy evinced in the plea of Rabbi Perlmutter 
and the cause he represented should be continued beyond that hall. 

Dayan Hillman, Dr. Jung, and Dr. 8S. Brodetsky associated themselves 
with the appeal. 

Mr. B. VERBY, in proposing a vote of thanks to Rabbi Perlmutter, 
announced that the Polish Government had promised to double the amount 
which would be subscribed by the Jews to the relief fund. )

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


RABBI A. H. PERLMUTTER, 
OF WARSAW. 


ONDON has lately been the Mecca of a large number of 
representatives of various Jewish communities abroad. 
Some of them have been drawn here to the headquarters 
of the Zionist Organisation. Others have been connected 
with foreign diplomatic missions. Others, again, have come to the 
metropolis as the emissaries of suffering Jews in Eastern Europe. 
Among the latter is Rabbi Abraham 
Hirsch Perlmutter, of Warsaw. Rabbi 
Perlmutter is a venerable figure, who 
might have stepped out of a Rembrandt 
canvas. His dignified bearing, long 
beard, and deliberate speech correspond 
to one’s ideal conception of the sages of 
old. Asa member of the Polish Parlia- 
ment, Rabbi Perlmutter occupies a 
unique position in his own country, 
and he has undertaken a mission to 
England and America in order to raise 
funds for the support of Jewish institu- 
tions in Poland that have suffered 
through the war and the recent dis- 
turbed conditions. To a represen. 
tative of the JewiIsH CHRONICLE he 
has given an account of the present 
situation. 


THE POGROMS. 


Rabbi Perlmutter is very anxious that friendly relations between the 
Jews and the Poles should be restored. ; 

“ The pogroms,” he said, “have now ceased, and the country is, as it 
were, convalescent, after a dangerous fever. In justice to the Govern- 
ment, it ought to be made elear that they did their best to prevent the 
outrages against the Jews, and published proclamations which unhappily 
were not effective. Paderewski has several times pleaded for unity and 
harmony. and as far as lam concerned I am very eager to help in bring- 
fing about more friendly relations. We desire a happy future for Poland, 
and we hope that the Poles will see the wisdom of granting a just freedom 
t the Jews.”

THE SUNDAY QUESTION, 

Our representative inquired whether the Sunday labour question had 
been settled. 
__“Itis nob yet settled, but [have reason to believe that Jewish shops 
will be allowed to remain open a certain time on Sundays. I cannot say 
for certain, but that is how I think the matter will be decided. I want to 
give the Poles credit for good intentions, and nothing onght to be done on 
the Jewish side to exacerbate Polish opinion. As a member of the 
Polish Parliament I have told the Poles that we seek their friendship, and 
are anxious to further it by every means in our power.” 

IN PARLIAMENT, 


Rabbi Perlmutter referred in some detail to the line he had taken in 
his speeches in Parliament. 

“IT explained,” he said, “ that so long as the Jews remained in Poland 
their interests were bound up with those of the Polish State for which 
they had made great sacrifices. We did not know what the fature might 
bring forth in regard to Palestine, but for the present it was certain that 
a large Jewish population would remain in Poland, and the interests of all 
parties demanded friendly relations. Not all the Poles are inimical to us, 
and ae that the circle of friends: of the Jews will steadily grow in 
number.” 


NOT A ZIONIST, 


Rabbi Perlmutter said that he was not a Zionist. “In regard to the 
Zionist question I am neutral. I represent the orthodox section, but I 


have always insisted on there being no cleavage in Polish Jewry. Unity 
is essential especially under present conditions.” 
THE COMMUNITIES. 

What is the present position of communities? our representative 
as:ed. 

“The communities have not been broken up as in. Russia, bat 
therc is great poverty, and it has become a matter of great difficulty 
to maintain Jewish institutions. As you know Warsaw was a great 
centre for Hebrew printing. Owing to the dearness of paper and 
other causes the industry has been considerably hampered... A set 
of the Talmud which at one time could be procured for fifty roubles 
now costs 400 roubles. The schools and Taimud Torahs have greatly 
suficred. Warsaw was a centre of Talmud study, and there were many 
scholars who before the war were comfortably off,-and who now are in a 
state of destitution. The object of my mission is to relieve the financial 
stress of the Jewish religious institutions, and to ensure that funds which 
are contributed in the West may be properly distributed. There was con- 
kiderable misgiving as to whether these funds could reach the people or 
institutions they were intended to reach, and I hope to be able to inspire 
confidence in this respect. I hope to be able to proceed shortly to America, 
and I trust that the generous communities of the West will come to the 
aid of their brethren in Eastern Europe.” :

A Sermon for the Week.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF ROSH HASHANA, 
“ This day is holy unto the Lord your God, mourn not nor weep."’—Nehemiah ix., 9. 


In reminding us of the fleeting passage of the years, Rosh Hashana 
impresses us with the futility of life. It recalls such scriptural reflection, 
as: “My days are consumed like smoke,” “ Man is like unto a breath, hi. 
days are as a shadow that passeth away.” Noteven (comment our Sages) 
like the shadow of a stationary object, but like the momentary shadow «/ 
a flying bird. But this is not the only thought which our celebration 0: 
New Year suggests. Obviously New Year is not a joyous celebration lik. 
Tabernacles or Passover, but neither is it a sorrowfuloccasion. It strike. 
a note midway between the two feelings, a note of seriousness. § It bi. 
us take a serious view of life, but a cheerfully serious view rather than . 
sad one. Its name points to the beginning of new things rather than 1t)\. 
end of old. As O? WM OY “the birthday of the world,” it takes ou, 
thoughts away from the grave and the end of life to dwell upon th. 
renewal of our existence. But why, then, does the Jewish New Year fa|: 
at the present s6ason when external nature is approaching its decay, anc 
not at the spring of the year when it awakens to new life? Does not thi- 
peculiar coincidence suggest the thought that there is a fundamenta' 
distinction between the life of the spirit and that of external naturc ' 
External nature is subject. to decay and death, it is governed |, 
the changes of the seascéns, by the alternations of heat and cold, 
light and darkness. But the soul is capable of enjoying « 
perpetual spring. _ Changes there are in its life, but they ar 
changes “‘from strength to strength,” from good to better. If man had 
no other spring to look forward to than that of the sky and the fields, his 
lot would bea sad one. But man, and man alone, has that within him 
which is ever quickening itself into fresh life. The flowers of the field, 
having reached their maturity, fade and die, but those of the spirit pro 
duce an imperishable fruit which is subject to no decay, and by which the 
soul may sustain itself at all times and seasons. The life of the spirit is 
a life of continuous unfolding and development. That which cannot go 
forward must go backward ; wherefore the body of man returns to the 
dust from which it sprang. But the soul of man may forever be renewing 
its youth. Itis ‘a tree planted by the rivulets of water whose leaf never 
fadeth,” and the New Year is the season of its renewal. A season of 
contrasts which proclaims: 12270, “those wither, but 
these bloom.” So Judaism 


CELEBRATES ITS NEW YEAR 


in the autumn, while other religions hold their celebrations in the midst 
of the winter, when nature is imprisoned in an icy death which retains no 
trace or remembrance of the once gorgeous life of spring and summer. 
Such a season is hardly suggestive of the release of the soul from the 
bondage of sin which the reflective mind connects with the teaching of 
Rosh Hashana. We have spoken of the continuous unfolding and 
development of the life of the spirit. It is an idea essentially 
Jewish. The soul of man is not expocted to attain to absolute 
perfection; it is not asked to accomplish the impossible. but 
helped by the inspiration of the New Year and the Day of 
Atonement, it must be continually striving to overcome the failings of its 
human nature. Better even than perfection itself is such coaseless effort. 
For as the Sages teach, ** The sincere penitent ranks higher than the sinless 
man.” Why were our first parents forbidden to taste of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and -evil, and told that on the day when they ate its 
fruit they would surely die? Because when man imagines himself to 
have attained to the perfect knowledge of things he ceases his strivings 
after self-improvement and becomes spiritually dead. He has decreed 
his own banishment from Paradise, and henceforth he can only recover 
his lost energies by suffering the want and misery of a spiritual exile. 
The holiness after which we have to pattern our lives is the divine holi- 
ness (Leviticus xix., 2). But this involves a never-ending effort of self. 
improvement—never-ending because man cannot hope to reach the ideal 
of absolute perfection; he can only approach nearer and nearer, like 
certain mathematical lines which only meet in infinity. The Jewish New 
Year is the birthday of the world, and thus it reminds man thatthe was 
created in the divine image, and made to rule over nature by the continu. 
ous development of his spiritual powers. And the world, our Sages teach 
us, was created in Tishrit, that is to say, midway between summer and 
winter. It is a suggestive thought. We are not intended to give ourselves 
over entirely to the gratifications of sense, which are symbolised by 
summer, nor are we required to cultivate a life of complete abstinence 
from pleasure, which is fittingly represented by the stark cold of winter. 
There is a golden mean between the two extremes, and man was created 
at a period of the year which best expresses the mean between pleasure 
and abstinence that should govern his life. Let him avail himself 
of all the joy and happiness of which he can partake without 
detriment to his spiritual health. “ Rejoice, O young man, in thy youth, 
and let thy heart cheer thee in the days of thy youth, and walk in the 
ways of thy heart, and in the sight of thine eyes. But know thou that 
for all these things God will bring thee unto judgment.” . For the Jewish 
New Year is likewise ! 
A DAY OF JUDGMENT. 


The German poet tells us that “the world’s history is the world’ 
judgment.” Every generation of mankind sits in judgment upon those 
which have preceded it, and weighs their actions in the balance of right 
and wrong. It sees with clear, unprejudiced eye where they have strayed 
from the path of wisdom and virtue, and pronounces a true verdict upon 
events to whose moral significance the past was often blind. And futrure 
generations will sit in similar judgment upon ourselves. They will sec 
more clearly than we can where we have failed, they will perceive t!c 
plain consequences of our wrong-doing ; and the judgment they pronoun<” 
will be an irrevocable one because it will be the dispassionately-considercd 
verdict of history. And out of their verdict there will spring a moral 
regeneration of the world, which is constantly renewing its spiritual life 
by bringing the past actions of men before the tribunal of the haman 
conscience. But what history does for the world as a whole the Jewis! 
New Year is intended to do for us as individuals. By its reminder to 
each one of us that another year of our lives is spent, it calls us 
to review the manner in which we have spent it—profitably or 
otherwise. Its solemnisation is rooted in the idea that-each soul is in«!- 
vidually accountable to its Maker for the use it has made of its eartlly 
opportunities. The question is asked in the Talmud why we do not read 
the Hailel on New Year, 0209 977 ONO AD VED. And the 
Talmud's reply depicts God as saying: ‘* The books of life and death ai¢

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THE SHOFAR. 
-

THE famous Russian Hebraist, Isaac Baer Levinson (1788-1860), wrote 
a work, entitled “ Zerubbabel,” to combat the false and ignorant views of 
Judaism contained in a book, “The Paths of the World,” brought out by 
the English missionary McCaul. Every branch of Jewish belief and 
practice is reviewed by Levinson. The chapter dealing with the Shofar 
is especially arresting. 

As everyone knows, there are two series of Shofar-blowings in our 
New Year's Service in the synagogue. The first precedes the Musaph 
Service; the second takes place at three separate intervals in it. This 
repetition was already in vogne in the time of the Talmud, and the reason 
there given for it is JOW 33°V? “5 “in order to confuse Satan.” Such an 
explanation, of course, brings no light to the ordinary man. But the old 
commentators and homilists aré always at hand to help us. McCaul, 
however, seizes upon this recondite reference to Satan, and brands it as 
but a further specimen of the hopeless superstition ingrained in the Jewish 
Prayer-Book. Levinson crushes him. _He shows that the Rabbinic 
dictum is a gem of ethical truth. Far from being a piece of old-world 
oriental mythology, it is the enunciation of 

A GREAT LIVING PRINCIPLE 

of religion. In Jewish thought, Satan is, says he, but another name for 
the evil tendency innate in man. This view is abundantly confirmed in 
the Talmud which says: “ The evil inBoulse, Satan, the Angel of Death, are 
all interchangeable terms.” Again, the Talinud says: “It goes down into 
man, and leads him astray; it comes up again and perverts him: it takes 
away his authority and takes away his soul.” Here we havea description 
of what happens at every movement of our lives and in more ways than 
most of us are aware of. It isa fact of ordinary prosaic experience. The 
imagination of man’s heart is evil from his youth, and sin is ever crouch- 
ing at the door. The soul is «@r waging an uneven struggle with the 
baser impulses. The heart is always gravitating towards the wrong. 
The upward and the downward path both lie before us, and it is ours to 
choose between them. But the press and hurry of the daily life make the 
will weak and the conscience dim. We are the playthings of an inner 
force which will certainly drag us into the mire if we make no effort to 
resist it. Thus we become morally degraded and religiously pervert. 

This perverse tendency, this tainted dynamic which is implanted in 
the breasts of us all, is personified in the Talmud as Satan. The idca is 
quite simple. 

SATAN, ‘IN OLD JEWISH THOUGHT, 
is not an angel nor a demon. It is not a being or thing cricrnal tous. It 
is part of our bodily fabric. ‘To believe im the reality of Satan is not to 
believe in a bit of obsolete mythology. It is merely to acknowledge an 
actual undeniable fact of human life. We carry within us, at every 
breath we draw, an angel of moral death. If we conquer it, we rise. If 
if conquers us, we fall. 

Looked at from this point of view, Levinson argues that when the 
old masters in Israel said that the object of the repeated Shofar-blowings 
was “to confuse Satan,” they spoke practical sense and not obsolete 
nonsense, high religion and not low mythology. The call of the Shofar 
is the call to man to “ confuse Satan,” and thus to weaken and finally kil 
him. It is man’s great admonisher to check his own ignoble passions, 
his bestial impulses, than which he bas no deadlier enemy. Man must 
be the captain of hisown soul. When he falls away, then he becomes a 
traitor to his human prerogative and no whit superior to the beasts that 
perish. Has any religion a finer bit of doctrine to teach than this? 
Will anyone cavil and say that a reminder of this sort is out of place on 
our New Year's day? 

But McCaul brought another indictment against the Shofar ritual. 
Jews, he says, before blowing the Shofar, offer up all sorts of prayers to 
“angels that come out of the Shofar,” and these angels have all sorts of 
uncanny, unintelligible, bizarre names! Levinson, the great Biblical and 
Tailmudical scholar, enters the fray and puts matters right. He admits 
that in 

THE ORDINARY FESTIVAL PRAYER-BOOK 
there is an unfortunate multiplication of cryptic angels in the Shofar 
ritual. We are all inclined to agree with him on this point. He shows 
how this is a comparatively recent introduction, there being no indication 
of it in the ancient New Year rituals. It is due to Kabbalistic influences 
which were exceedingly rife in the later Middle Ages. But it never 
received the approval of Jewish scholars. Curiously enough, Levinson 
puts the blame on the printers! Each printer would want to outdo-his 
fellow-printer in the sale of his particular edition of the Machzor. To 
effect this, he would feel it necessary to interpolate as many additional 
names of mystic angels as his imaginative faculties could invent, because 
the purchaser would think that the more angels a book contained, the more 
valuable it must be. Levinson complains that the evil practice went on 
even in his own day—-the results of which are visible still in many of the 
Machzorim in use now--and that the Rabbis of communities had 
unfortunately no power to check what was an obvious imposition on our 
illiterate coreligionists. He then proceeds to show what a travesty of 
Jewish theology it is to say that Jews pray to angels: He quotes, among 
other things, the following striking passage from the Palestinian Talmud 
(Berachoth ix.): “ For what nation is there so great 
, WHO HATH GOD SO NIGH 

unto them as the Lord our God is in all things that we call upon Him for.” 
“A certain man has an inflysntial friend. If trouble befalls him he does 
not call unawares on tn6 friend, but goes and stands at the outer court- 
yard and calls for the servant, who delivers the poor man's message to his 
master. Not so, however, with God. When a man is in trouble, he does 
not call upon Gabriel, nor upon Michael, nor upon Raphael, but upon God, 
and He anewers.” The Mechilta further says that “to*pray to an angel is 
toserve anidol.” Besides, does not one of our thirteen “ creeds” distinetly

open before’ Me, and can you be singing sings 1 at suc h a solemn moment?’

THE APPEAL FOR £400,000.

The appeals of the Zionist Actions Committee and of the National 
Fund Commission for the erection of a Garden City in Palestine in the name 
of Dr. Max Nordau and in connection with his seventieth birthday, have met 
with a response in the widest circles. A collection made among the leading 
Zionists has already resulted in considerable amounts being received. 
The list of these donations will be published shortly. 

The importance which Dr. Nordau himself attaches to the work to be 
done may be gathered from a tetter to the head office of the Jewish 
National Fund, in which he says, among other things: 

“The idea of a garden city is beautiful and fruitful. If we succeed 
in realising it. we shall do a work which will show our people and the 
inhabitants of our historic home and the whole world what our return to 
the land of our fathers means for culture and progress, and what the spirit 
is that we bring there. L shall be very proud to be able to say that it 
was I who gave the impulse to such an important creation.” 

From various quarters the head office of the Jewish National Fund has 
received proposals as to how the sur of 10,000,000 francs for the erection of 
the Nordau Garden City may be raised. Ithas been pointed out that.single 
large-scale “ weeks,” etc., are specially adapted for raising the means for 
the Nordan Garden City. The Jewish National Fund Board has therefore 
resolved to ask the offices in all countrics to hold a Palestine week this 
Vear during Chanucah, the proceeds to be devoted to the Nordau 
Garden City. A conference of National Fund Commissioners for England, 
held in Leeds at the cnd of August last. and attended by delegates from 
all parts of the country, resolved to hold a Palestine week during Chanucah 
in all towns in Great Britain, at which England's share of half a million 
francs towards the Nordau Garden City is to be raised. Judging by the 
warm approval with which the idea of erecting a garden city on National 
Fund laud in Eretz Isracl has been received, it is expected that the 
Palestine week at Chanucah will assume the form of an imposing demon.

As a member of the Polish Parlia- 
ment, Rabbi Perlmutter occupies a 
unique position in his own country, 
and he has undertaken a mission to 
England and America in order to raise 
funds for the support of Jewish institu. 
tions in Poland that have suffered 
through the war and the recent dis- 
turbed conditions. To a _ represen. 
tative of the JmeWISH CHRONICLE he 
has given an account of the present 
situation. 


THE POGROMS. 


Rabbi Perlmutter is very anxious that friendly relations between the 
Jews and the Poles should be restored. , 

“ The pogroms,” he said, “have now ceased. and the country is, as it 
were, convalescent, after a dangerous fever. In justice to the Govern- 
ment, it ought to be made elear that they did their best to prevent the 
outrages against the Jews, and published proclamations which unhappily 
were not effective. Paderewski has several times pleaded for unity and 
harmony. and as far as lam concerned I am very eager to help in bring- 
ing about more friendly relations. We desire a happy future for Poland, 
and we hope that the Poles will see the wisdom of granting a just freedom 
to the Jews.”

THE SUNDAY QUESTION. 

Our representative inquired whether the Sunday labour question had 
been settled. 
___“Itis not yet settled, but I have reason to believe that Jewish shops 
will be allowed to remain open a certain time on Sundays. I cannot say 
for certain, but that is how I think the matter will be decided. I want to 
give the Poles credit for good intentions, and nothing ought to be done on 
the Jewish side to exacerbate Polish opinion. As a member of the 
Polish Parliament I have told the Poles that we seek their friendship, and 
are anxious to further it by every means in our power.” 


IN PARLIAMENT. 


Rabbi Perlmutter referred in some detail to the line he had taken in 
his speeches in Parliament. | 

“I explained,” he said, “ that so long as the Jews remained in Poland 
their interests were bound up with those of the Polish State for which 
they had made great sacrifices. We did not know what the future might 
bring forth in regard to Palestine, but for the present it was certain that 
a large Jewish population would remain in Poland, and the interests of all 
parties demanded friendly relations. Not all the Poles are inimical to us, 
and I hope that the circle of friends of the Jews will steadily grow in 
number.” 


NOT A ZIONIST. 


Rabbi Perlmutter said that he was not a Zionist. “In regard to the 
Zionist question I am neutral. I represent the orthodox section, but I 
have always insisted on there being no cleavage in Polish Jewry. Unity 
is essential especially under present conditions.” 

THE COMMUNITIES. 

What is the present position of communities? 
assed. 

“The communities have not been broken up as in. Russia, bat 
therc is great poverty, and it has become a matter of great difficulty 
to maintain Jewish institutions. As you know Warsaw was a great 
centre for Hebrew printing. Owing to the dearness of paper and 
other causes the industry has been considerably hampered.. A_ set 
of the Talmud which at one time could be procured for fifty roubles 
now costs 400 roubles. The schools and Talmud Torahs have greatly 
suficred. Warsaw was a centre of Talmud study, and there were many 
scholars who before the war were comfortably off, and -who now are in a 
state of destitution. The object of my mission is to relieve the financial 
stress of the Jewish religious institutions, and to ensure that funds which 
are contributed in the West may be properly distributed. There was con- 
siderable misgiving as to whether these funds could reach the people or 
institutions they were intended to reach, and I hope to be able to inspire 
confidence in this respect. I hope to be able to proceed shortly to America, 
and I trust that the generous communities of the West will come to the 
aid of their brethren in Eastern Europe.”

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the JEwi8sH CHRONICLE.) 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF ROSH HASHANA. 
** This day is holy unto the Lord your God, mourn not nor weep.’’—Nehemiah ix., 9. 


In reminding us of the fleeting passage of the years, Rosh Hashana 
impresses us with the futility of life. Itrecalls such scriptural reflections 
as: “My days are consumed like smoke,” “‘ Man is like unto a breath, his 
days are as a shadow that passeth away.” Noteven (comment our Sages) 
like the shadow of a stationary object, but like the momentary shadow of 
a fiying bird. But this is not the only thought which our celebration of 
New Year suggests. Obviously New Year is not a joyous celebration like 
Tabernacles or Passover, but neither is it a sorrowful occasion. It strikes 
a note midway between the two feelings, a note of seriousness. It bids 
us take a serious view of life, but a cheerfully serious view rather than a 
sad one. Its name points to the beginning of new things rather than the 
end of old, As O? WNW OY “the birthday of the world,” it takes our 
thoughts away from the grave and the end of life to dwell upon the 
renewal of our existence. But why, then, does the Jewish New Year fall 
at the present sGason when external nature is approaching its decay, and 
not at the spring of the year when it awakens to new life? Does not this 
peculiar coincidence suggest the thought that there is a fundamentat 
distinction between the life of the spirit and that of external nature” 
External nature is subject to decay and death, it is governed v4 
the changes of the seasdéns, by the alternations of heat and cold, 
light and darkness. But the soul is capable of enjoying a 
perpetual spring. Changes there are in its life, but they are 
changes “from strength to strength,” from good to better. If man had 
no other spring to look forward to than that of the sky and the fields, his 
lot would bea sad one. But man, and man alone, has that within him 
which is ever quickening itself into fresh life. The flowers of the field, 
having reached their maturity, fade and die, but those of the spirit pro- 
duce an imperishable fruit which is subject to no decay, and by which the 
soul may sustain itself at all times and seasons. The life of the spirit is 
a life of continuous unfolding and development. That which cannot go 
forward mist go backward ; wherefore the body of man returns to the 
dust from which it sprang. But the soul of man may forever be renewing 
its youth. It is “a tree planted by the rivulets of water whose leaf never 
fadeth,” and the New Year is the season of its renewal. A season of 
contrasts which proclaims: 979) 0°2313 12270, “those wither, but 
these bloom.” So Judaism 

CELEBRATES ITS NEW YEAR 

in the autumn, while other religions hold their celebrations in the midst 
of the winter, when nature is imprisoned in an icy death which retains no 
trace or remembrance of the once gorgeous life of spring and summer. 
Such a season is hardly suggestive of the release of the soul from the 
bondage of sin which the reflective mind connects with the teaching of 
Rosh Hashana. We have spoken of the continuous unfolding and 
development of the life of the spirit. It is an idea essentially 
Jewish. The soul of man is not expocted to attain to absolute 
perfection; it is not asked to accomplish the impossible. But 
helped by the inspiration of the New Year and the Day of 
Atonement, it must be continually striving to overcome the failings of its 
human nature. Better even than perfection itself is such ceaseless effort. 
For as the Sages teach,“ The sincere penitent ranks higher than the sinless 
man.” Why were our first parents forbidden to taste of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil, and told that on the day when they ate its 
fruit they would surely die? Because when man imagines himself to 
have attained to the perfect knowledge of things he ceases his strivings 
after self-improvement and becomes spiritually dead. He has decreed 
his own banishment from Paradise, and henceforth he can only recover 
his lost energies by suffering the want and misery of a spiritual exile. 
The holiness after which we have to pattern our lives is the divine holi- 
ness (Leviticus xix., 2). But this involves a never-ending effort of self- 
improvement—never-ending because man cannot hope to reach the ideal 
of absolute perfection; he can only approach nearer and nearer, like 
certain mathematical lines which only meet in infinity. The Jewish New 
Year is the birthday of the world, and thus it reminds man thathe was 
created in the divine image, and made to rule over nature by the continu- 
ous development of his spiritual powers. And the world, our Sages teach 
us, was created in Tishrit, that is to say, midway between summer and 
winter. It is a suggestive thought. We are not intended to give ourselves 
over entirely to the gratifications of sense, which are symbolised by 
summer, nor are we required to cultivate a life of complete abstinence 
from pleasure, which is fittingly represented by the stark cold of winter. 
There is a golden mean between the two extremes, and man was created 
at a period of the year which best expresses the mean between pleasure 
and abstinence that should govern his life. Let him avail himself 
and happiness of which he can partake without 
detriment to his spiritual health. “ Rejoice, O young man, in thy youth, 
and let thy heart cheer thee in the days of thy youth, and walk in the 
ways of thy heart,.and in the sight of thine eyes. But know thou that 
for all these things God will bring thee unto judgment.” For the Jewish 
New Year is likewise 


A DAY OF JUDGMENT. 


The German poet tells us that “the world's history is the world’ 
judgment.” Every generation of mankind sits in judgment upon those 
which have preceded it, and weighs their actions in the balance of right 
and wrong. It sees with clear, unprejudiced eye where they have strayed 
from the path of wisdom and virtue, and pronounces a true verdict upon 
events to whose moral significance the past was often blind. And future 
generations will sit in similar judgment upon ourselves. They will see 
more clearly than we can where we have failed, they will perceive the 
plain consequences of our wrong-doing ; and the judgment they pronounce 
will be an irrevocable one because it will be the dispassionately-considercd 
verdict of history. And out of their verdict there wit! spring # imuial 
regencration of the world, which is constantly renewing its spiritual life 
by bringing the past actions of men before the tribunal of the human 
conscience. But what history does for the world as a whole the Jewish 
New Year is intended to do for us as individuals. By its reminder to 
each one of us that another year of our lives is spent, it calls us 
to review the manner in which we have spent it—profitably or 
otherwise. Its solemnisation is rooted in the idea that-each soul is indi- 
vidually accountable to its Maker for the use it has made of its earthly 
opportunities. The question is asked in the Talmud why we do not read 
the Hallel on New Year, 997 OM OR PR AD VED. And the 
Talmud's reply depicts God as saying: ‘* The books of life and death aid

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THE SHOFAR. 
By REY. DR. J. ABELSON, M.A. 


THE famous Russian Hebraist, Isaac Bacr Levinson (1788-1860), wrote 
a work, entitled “ Zerubbabel,” to combat the false and ignorant views of 
Judaism contained in a book, “The Paths of the World,” brought out by 
the English missionary McCaul. Every branch of Jewish belief and 
practice is reviewed by Levinson. The chapter dealing with the Shofar 
is especially arresting. 

As everyone knows, there are two series of Shofar-blowings in our 
New Year's Service in the synagogue. The first precedes the Musaph 
Service; the second takes place at three separate intervals in it. This 
repetition was already in vogue in the time of the Taimnd, and the reason 
there given for it is JOW@ 33°V? “5 “in order to confuse Satan.” Such an 
explanation, of course, brings no light to the ordinary man. But the old 
commentators and homilists are always at hand to belp us. McCaul, 
however, seizes upon this recondite reference to Satan, and brands it as 
but a further specimen of the hopeless superstition ingrained in the Jewish 
Prayer-Book. Levinson crushes him, He shows that the Rabbinic 
dictum is a gem of ethical truth. Far from being a piece of old-world 
oriental mythology, it is the enunciation of 

A GREAT LIVING PRINCIPLE 
of religion. In Jewish thought, Satan is, says he, but another name for 
the evil tendency innate in man. This view is abundantly confirmed in 
the Talmud which says: * The evil inBoulse, Satan, the Angel of Death, are 


all interchangeable terms.” Again, the Talinud says: “It goes down into 
man, and leads him astray ; it comes up again and perverts him; it takes 
away his authority and takes away his soul.” Here we havea description 
of what happens at every movement of our lives and in more ways than 
most of us are aware of. It is a fact of ordinary prosaic experience. The 
imagination of man’s heart is evil from his youth, and sin is ever crouch- 
ing at the door. The soul is «@r waging an uneven struggle with the 
baser impulses. The heart is always gravitating towards the wrong. 
The upward and the downward path both lie before us, and it is ours to 
choose between them. But the press and hurry of the daily life make the 
will weak and the conscience dim. We are the playthings of an inner 
force which will certainly drag us into the mire if we make no effort to 
resist it. Thus we become morally degraded and religiousiy pervert. 

This perverse tendency, this tainted dynamic which is implanted in 
the breasts of us all, is personified in the Talmud as Satan. The idea is 
«uite simple. 


SATAN, ‘IN OLD JEWISH THOUGHT, 
is not an angel nora demon. It is not a being or thing cz/crneai tous. It 
is part of our bodily fabric. ‘To believe in the reality of Satan is not to 
believe in a bit of obsolete mythology. It is merely to acknowledge an 
actual undeniable fact of human life. We carry within us, at every 
breath we draw, an angel of moral death. If we conquer it, we rise. If 
it conquers us, we fall. 

Looked at from this point of view, Levinson argues that when the 
old masters in Israel said that the object of the repeated Shofar-blowings 
was “to confuse Satan,” they spoke practical sense and not obsolete 
nonsense, high religion and not low mythology. The call of the Shofar 
is the call to man to “ confuse Satan,” and thus to weaken and finally kill 
him. It is man’s great admonisher to check his own ignoble passions, 
his bestial impulses, than which he has no deadlier enemy. Man must 
be the captain of his own soul. When he falls away, then he becomes a 
traitor to his human prerogative and no whit superior to the beasts that 
perish. Has any religion a finer bit of doctrine to teach than this? 
Will anyone cavil and say that a reminder of this sort is out of place on 
our New Year's day ? 

But MeCaul brought another indictment against the Shofar ritual. 
Jows, he says, before blowing the Shofar, offer up all sorts of prayers to 
“angels that come out of the Shofar,” and these angels bave all sorts of 
uncanny, unintelligible, bizarre names! Levinson, the great Biblical and 
Talmudical scholar, enters the fray and puts matters right. He admits 
that in 

THE ORDINARY FESTIVAL PRAYER-BOOK 
there is an unfortunate multiplication of cryptic angels in the Shofar 
ritual. We are all inclined to agree with him on this point. He shows 
how this is a comparatively recent introduction, there being no indication 
of it in the ancient New Year rituals. It is due to Kabbalistic influences 
which were exceedingly rife in the later Middle Ages. But it never 
received the approval of Jewish scholars. Curiously enough, Levinson 
puts the blame on the printers! Each printer would want to outdo: his 
fellow-printer in the sale of his particular edition of the Machzor. To 
effect this, he would feel it necessary to interpolate as many additional 
names of mystic angels as his imaginative faculties could invent, because 
the purchaser would think that the more angels a book contained, the more 
valuable it must be. Levinson complains that the evil practice went on 
even in his own day—the results of which are visible still in many of the 
Machzorim in use now—and that the Rabbis of communities had 
unfortunately no power to check what was an obvious imposition on our 
illiterate coreligionists. He then proceeds to show what a travesty of 
Jewish theology it is to say that Jews pray to angels: He quotes, among 
other things, the following striking passage from the Palestinian Talmud 
(Berachoth ix.): * For what nation is there so great 
, WHO HATH GOD SO NIGH 

unto them as the Lord our God is in all things that we eall upon Him for.” 
“A certain man has an inflysntial friend. If trouble befalls him he does 
not call unawares on tnt friend, but goes and stands at the outer court- 
yard and calig for the servant, who delivers the poor man's message to. his 
master. Not so, however, with God. When a man is in trouble, he does 
not call upon Gabriel, nor upon Michael, nor upon Raphael, but upon God, 
and He anewers.” The Mechilta further says that “to’pray to an angel is 
toserve anidol.” Besides, does not one of our thirteen “ creeds” distinetly

open before Me, and can you be singing songs at such a solemn moment?” 
Year is not a season of festive rejoicings; but neither is it an occasion for 
mourning and weeping. Its key-note is seriousness. It is a solemn cele- 
bration of the passage of the years which summMmeus the soul to pass judg- 
ment on itself. It stirs the slumbering conscience ints ectivity. And if 
-it arouses feelings of regret for missed opportunities, even if i* should 
awaken the pangs of remorse, it also gives ground for hope and confidence; 
In the words of Nehemiah, which this same occasion called forth, it 
assures us that ‘‘ the joy of the Lord is our strvength.’’ In the self-revela- 
tion which it brings us, each may discover for himself the secret of happi- 
ness, for the very act of self-examination implies a revival of the religious 
fife, a recuperation of the Soul's activities,

PALESTINE WEEK FOR THE NORDAU GARDEN 
CITY. 


THE APPEAL FOR £400,000. 
[OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED. 


The appeals of the Zionist Actions Committee and of the National 
Fund Commission for the erection of a Garden City in Palestine in the name 
of Dr. Max Nordau and in connection with his seventieth birthday, have met 
with a response in the widest circles. A collection made among the leading 
Zionists has already resulted in considerable amounts being received. 
The list of these donations will be published shortly. 

The importance which Dr. Nordau himself attaches to the work to be 
done may be gathered from a ictter to the head office of the Jewish 
National Fund, in which he says, among other things: 

‘The idea of a garden city is beautiful and fruitful. If we suceced 
in realising it. we shail do a work which will show our people and the 
inhabitants of our historic home and the whole world what our return to 
the land of our fathers means for culture and progress, and what the spirit 
is that we bring there. IL shall be very proud to be able to. say that it 
was I who gave the impulse to such an important creation.” 

From various quarters the head office of the Jewish National Fund has 
received proposals as to how the sui of 10,000,000 francs for the erection of 
the Nordau Garden City may be raised. It has been pointed out that single 
large-scale “ weeks,” etc., are specially adapted for raising the means for 
the Nordau Garden City. The Jewish National Fund Board has therefore 
resolved to ask the offices in all countrics to hold a Palestine week this 
year during Chanucah, the proceeds to be devoted to the Nordau 
Garden City. A conference of National Fund Commissioners for England, 
held in Leeds at the cnd of August Inst. and attended by delegates from 
all parts of the country, resol ed to hold a Palestine week during Chanucah 
in all towns in Great Britain, at which England's share of half a million 
francs towards the Nordau Garden City is to be raised. Judging by the 
warm approval with which the idea of erecting a garden city on National 
Fund laud in Erctz Isracl has been received, it is expected that the 
Palestine weck at Chanucah will assume the form of an imposing demon- 
stration of all the fricnds of Zionism for the great champion of our 
national emancipation. 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION.

An adjourned meeting of the Council was held at 69, Leadenhall 
Street, on the 18th inst. The Rev. J. K. Goldbioom presided. 

Dr. Shmarya Levin and Dr. Victor Jacobson, of the Zionist Executive, 
attended, and were cordially welcomed. 

A report was submitted of a Conference held under the Chairmanship 
of Dr. Jacobson between the Executive of the Federation and the repre- 
sentatives of thé Federation of Women’ Zionists, at which proposals had 
been elaborated with the object of regulating the relations between the 
two organisations.

Reperts were given of the money raised so far through Mizrachi 
bodies for the Restoration Fund. It was decided that the English 
Mizrachi, in conjunction with the American Mizrachi, should be respon- 
sible for the budget of the educational institutions in Eretz Israel under 
the supervision of the Mizrachi. 

A resolution was carried inviting the East London Mizrachi Council 
to nominate representatives to the Central Committee pending the next 
annual conference. 


THE “TIMES” ON A JEWISH PALESTINE. 


In the course of a leading article, dealing in part with Great Britain’s 
engagements to the Jewish people in reference to the future determina- 
tion of the frontiers between Palestine and Syria, the Times of Friday 
last said: 


To realize the Biblical ideal of a united people from Dan to Beersheba 
not only must Palestine have a good military frontier east of Jordan, but 
access to the waters of the Litani is needed for the economic development 
of Northern Galilee. For the just determination of this northern frontier 
there are two considerations that must not be overlodked in the mass of argu- 
mentation. Our duty as mandatory is to make Jewish Palestine not a struggling 
State, but one that is capable of vigorous and independent national life. We 
must therefore draw this northern frontier with regard not only to what Biblical 
Palestine accomplished, but to what it failed to accomplish. We must remedy 
the causes of its secular failures. And we must bear in mind not only the 
military security of the northern frontier, but the conditions of full economic 
development for the country. With Haifa in her possession, Palestine need not 
worry over the Syrian coast to the north—the old Phcaenicia—-but the Litani, 
useless to Syria, is invaluable if the agricultaral possibilities of Northern 
Galilee are to be fully developed. And, anless we are mistaken, military arga- 
ments point in the same direction. On all grounds, military, economic, and 
historical, the Litani should, we think, be the southern limit of our evacuation of 
Syria.

The Liverpool Courier of Wednesday week printed a leading article 
on Lord Alienby’s work in Palestine. Dealing with political problems, 
and after a reference to the settlement of the Syrian question, the article 
proceeds :— 

The next question to decide is the future of Jewish Palestine. There should 
be no conflict between the interests of the French in Syria and the interests of 
the Jews in Palestine, for the latter received early support both from the British 
and the French Governments. By their valorous aud self-sacrificing service in 
the common cause «of civilisation, the Jews have won their right to an indepen- 
dent motherland. Zionist aspirations had always national and historic justitica- 
tion, and by their share in the defeat of the Teuton-Turkish tyranny, the Jews 
have cleared the way for the full and practical recognition of those hopes. but 
# permanent settlement of the Syrian question is certainly to their interest; for 
while the policy of an Arab Empire may for long be in doubt, the Jews may well 
decide that the Freneh will be safe neighbours. New frontiers may be, must be, 
amicably adjusted. That the wavy is now cleared for righteous and statesman- 
like realjustments in Western Asia has, however, been the triumphant achieve- 
ment of the great soldier who was welcomed back vesterday.

Music and Drama. 


Even the great Tetrazzini would not have wished for @ more 
enthusiastic reception than was granted her at her reappearance in this 
country on Saturday last. The Albert Hall was filled to its utmost 
capacity by an audience that apparentiy could not hear too 


much of that perfect voice which during five years’ absence has 
lost none of its beauty and charm. In her opening item, Verdi's 
“Ah! fors élui,” Madame Tetrazzini displayed once more the 
wonderful technique, superb tone and unfailing aceuracy which have 
raised her to the heights of her fame, while with great generosity she 
replied again and again to the insistent demands for “encore.” Besides 
Tetrazzini, there also appeared Mr. Frank Mullings, whose singing of 
Meyerbeer’s “O Paradiso,” was indeed beautiful, and Madame Renée 
Chemet, who proved herself a capable and sympathetie violinist. 
Praise is dne to Mr. Cimard, who, both as soloist and accom- 
panist, gave ample proof of a. deep and sensitive appreciation, com- 
bined with no inconsiderable technical skill, In returning to the centre 
of the afternoon's attraction, we eannot fail to mention that among her 
encores Madame Tetrazzini included the popular Engtish ballad, “* Some- 
where a Voice is Calling.” Our opportunities are but too rare of hearing 
her sublime voice, and it seemed a pity that even a few moments of her 
singing should be spent on a rather worthless subject, which is neither 
pretty nor profound. We hope that Madame Tetrazzini will learn to hold 
a somewhat less sceptical opinion of English musical taste; but as @ 
matter of fact the audience fully understood the underlying sentiment 
which sprang from a heartfelt friendship and a spontaneous desire to 
please the English public, which she loves, and which had shown in no 
mistakeable terms how much that love was reciprocated. ‘ 

Based on Pinero’s well-knewn farce of the early eihties, “ In 
Chancery,” a successful musical comedy by Mr. Fred Thompson, entitled 
“ Who's Hooper?” was produced for the first time at the Adelphi Theatre 
last week. The story bears on a case of mistaken identity caused, in the 
first instance, by a railway accident in which the hero suffers loss of 
memory and is thenceforth labelled Valentine Hooper, by virtue of the fact 
that a visiting card bearing that name is found in his pocket book. We 
are entertained with some exceedingly farcical situations throughout the 
piece, and especially when the false Valentine Hooper comes into contact 
with the real Hooper, who is escaping from the arm of the law, 
having contracted an unsanctioned marriage with a ward in Chancery. 
The setting of the comedy is beautiful, and the music of certain of the 
numbers is tuneful and attractive. Altogether, the work of transforming 
Pinero’s farce into a comedy with a musical setting has been cleverly 
carried ont. 

By the production of the Russian drama “ Reparation” at the St. 
James's Theatre, Mr. Henry Ainley will be the first manager to introduce 
to London andiences a Tolstoy play for an inde’ nite ran, as distinguished 
from special performances here and there by the Stage Society and 
similar institutions inaugurated for the benctit of the theatre. By this 
step alone Mr. Ainley marks the beginning of his management ofa London 
‘Theatre as an event of special interest. 

Mr. Bertram bh. Benas’ orchestral arrangemchit of Hatihwah was 
played reeently by Mr. Arthur W. Payne's Orchestra, in the Picr Pavilion, 
Liandudno. An excellent-rendition was secured under Mr. Payne's con- 
duct rship, a particu irivy fine feature be ine the paying of the opening 
trumpet-call. Mr. Herbert F. Filingford played his organ adaptation of 
Mr. Benas’ orchestral arrangement at the Recital in St. George's Hall, 
Liverpool, last Saturday evening. Mr. Ellingford’s treatmont of the 
peroration with “‘vox humana’’ was much appreciated. There were 
crowded andiences, and Hatikvah (whichis a popular item in the repertory 
of both series) was in each case again heartily received. 

The programme of Mr. Mischa-Leon’s first recital at the AZolian Hall of 
next week will be notable for its variety and novelty. The arrangement, for 
concert purposes, of the Cavatina and Malaguena from “ L’Heure Espagnele”’ 
which the composer has recentiy made speciatly for Mr. Mischa-Leéon, will be of 
considerable interest. ‘his will be the first concert performance of any part of 
this work. Besides this, two manuscs‘ipt songs will be heard for the first time, 
entitled the “Talisman” and the ** Medea” respectively, the latter by the 
American composer, Meta Astor, ‘Le Bachelier de Salamanque’”’ is a recent 
work of René Chalupt, a composer who is likely to be better known in this 
county in the near future. The concert will close with a group of Scandinavian 
songs comprising works by Sibelius and Meliartin. The programme will include 
two of Loewe’s ballads, which perhaps have not been heard since the days of 
Stockhausen and Henschel. 

Mr. Jacob Adler, who is often referred to as the ‘**Henry Irving of the 
Yiddish Stage,’ is returning to England for a season at the Pavilion Theatre, 
Mile End, which has been completely redecorated. Mr. Adler, who has not 
been in England for a dozen years, is coming back from America, where he has 
a theatre of hisown. He will open on Satarday, October 4th, with “ Elisha ben 
Abyuia,’’ one of is great successes, and during the season will be seen in a 
round of his most famous characters. A man of commanding presence and tine 
voice, Mr. Adler has long been held the finest artist on the Yiddish stage. 

7 Detailed criticism of the first of the popular Queen's Hall Sunday concerts 
is hardly necessary. With two such artists as Benno Moiseiwitch and Lillian 
Blauvelt,.the coloratura soprano, success was assured. 

Last Sunday also saw the first of the British Symphony Orchestra at. the 
Royal Albert Hail, conducted by Mr. Raymond Roze, and led by Mr. Arthur 
Beckwith. Next Sundty’sspecial concert will be given by Madame Melba in con- 
janction with Miss Adela Verne and Mr. Tom Barke.
